After winning their 20th regional title, the Social Studies ASB team 
qualified for the State meet. Science and math also competed at Purdue 
University in May, with the math team winning its first State title.

They came here knowing 
what to do and they did it. We'll be here next year." Grounds praised 
his students' effort. // While coach Lynda Rose was a little 
disappointed about the science team's third place finish, she said that 
Penn was in good shape: "If you take three teams to state and place all 
three, that's pretty darned good."
